LUXURIOUS EUGENIE. 


Extravagant Fairyland. 
There was a sort of intoxication in 
tho very atmosphero of Pari«, a fever of 
enjoyment—a 
passion 
for 
constant 
amusement, for constant excitement, 
and among women for extravagance in 
dress. 
This was encouraged by the 
court, with tho intention of giving an 
impetus to trade and of gaining popu­ 
larity by favoring constant festivities, 
and consequently constant expense. 
In 
the days of Louis Philippe there had 
been great moderation in all matters of 
luxury; the king and queen were aged, 
sensible and eoonomfcal; the ycrang 
princesses were kept within rigid bounds 
by example above them. But when the 
emperor camo to the throne, after a 
period of revolution dud consequent 
commercial stagnation, he wished to 
revive trade, and also to give the pres­ 
tige of splendor to a court which so 
many did not seem to take In earnest 
His beautiful wife, suddenly raised to 
a supreme position for which nothing 
in her previous life had prepared her, 
finding what seemed unlimited means 
within her reach, keenly enjoyed the 
possibility of procuring everything tha* 
pleased her, and enhanced her remark­ 
able personal attractions by all the ad­ 
vantages of exquisite toilet without con­ 
sideration of cost 
Everything that she wore suited her 
admirably. Others tried to imitate her, 
and the general tone became raised. She 
had tho art of constantly choosing some­ 
thing new and unusual, which attracted 
attention, so that, instead of being sat­ 
isfied with conventional types of silks 
and satins, which formerly had been 
considered sufficient for all occasions, 
every one tried to invent something dif­ 
ferent from others and to improve upon 
what had been seen before.

moisture, dry air being fatal to them. 
They can, on the other band, exist sub­ 
merged in water for several months. 
They live chiefly in the superficial mold 
less than a foot below the surface, but 
in long continued dry weather and in 
very cold seasons they may borrow to a 
depth of eight feet. The burrows are 
lined by a thin layer of earth, voided 
by the worms, and end in small cham­ 
bers in which they can turn round. 
The burrows are formed partly by 
pushing away the earth, but chiefly by 
the earth being swallowed. Large quan- 
ties of earth are swallowed by the 
worms for the sake of the decomposing 
vegetable matter contained in it, on 
which they teed. The earth thus swal­ 
lowed is voided in spiral heaps, forming 
the worm castings. In this case the 
worm obtains food and at the same 
time excavates its burrows. 
In addition to the food thus obtained 
half deoayed leaves are dragged into the 
burrows, mainly for food, but also to 
plug the mouths of the burrows for tho 
sake of protection. Worms are also fond 
of meat, especially fat They will also 
eat the dead bodies of their relatives. 
They are nocturnal in habit, remaining, 
as a rule, in the burrows during the day 
and coming out to feed at night 
The earthworm has no eye«, bnt is 
affected by strong light if exposed to it 
for some time. It has no sense of hear­ 
ing, but is sensitive to the vibrations of 
sound. The whole body is sensitive to 
tonch. There appears to be some sense 
of Bmell, but this is limited tc a certain 
articles of food, which are discovered 
by the worm when buried in earth, in 
preference to other bodies not relished. 
The worm aopears to have some degree 
of intelligence from the way iu which 
it draws ihe leaves into iws burrows, al­ 
ways judging whioh is the best end to 
draw them in by. This is remarkable in 
so lowly organized an animal, being a 
degree of intelligence not possessed by 
many animals of more complex organi­ 
zation. For instance, the ant caa often 
bo seen dragging objects along traversely 
instead of taking them the easiest way. 
As we have seen, vast quantities of 
earth are 
continually being 
passed 
through the bodies of worms and voided 
On the tfnrfnon ne 
WK«« jt 4; 
stated that the number of worms in an 
acre of ord.nary land suitable for them 
to live in is 58,000, we can imagine the 
great effect which they must have ou 
tho soil. 
They are, in fact, continually plow­ 
ing the land. At one part of the ali­ 
mentary canal of the worm is a gizzard, 
or hard muscular organ, capable of 
grinding food into fine particles. It is 
this gizzard which is the main factor in 
triturating the soil, and it is aided by 
6mall stones swallowed with the earth, 
which act as millstones. 
In 
consequence 
of 
the immense 
amount 
of 
earth continually being 
brought to the surface by worms it is 
not difficult to understand how objects, 
such as stones, rocks, etc., lying on the 
surface will in course of time becomo 
gradually buried in the ground. Owing 
My husband F - j.Q 
burial of stones and other objects 
by the action of worms, ancient monu­ 
ments, portions of Roman villas and 
other objects of antiquity have been pre­ 
served. 
These have been 
gradually 
buried by the worms and bo preserved 
from the destructive effect of rain and 
wind. Many Roman remains were stud­ 
ied by Darwin, and traces of the ac­ 
tion of worms found, to which action 
their preservation was mainly due. The 
sinking of the foundations of old build­ 
ings is due to the action of worms, and 
no building is safe from this unloss the 
foundations are laid lower than the 
level at which the worms can work— 
namely, about eight feet below the sur­ 
face. 
Another useful effect produced by 
worms is the preparation of the soil for 
the growth of seedlings. By their agenoy 
the soil is periodically sifted and expos­ 
ed to the air, aud iu this way is able to 
retain moisture and absorb soluble sub­ 
stances of use for the nutrition of plants.

standpoint. Probably the first advantage 
that will commend them to the publio 
at large is the fact that they are cheaper 
than the modem metallic or wooden 
caskets. What will interest the board of 
health is that their adoption, it is claim­ 
ed, will be a source of protection to 
communities in case of epidemics. 
Be­ 
ing hermetically sealed, they will pre­ 
vent the escape of any germs which 
might generate disease in the systems of 
those coming in oontuct with the corpse. 
Mourners will not be debarred from 
gazing at the features and form of the 
deceased when a malignant fever carries 
them off. 
Although resembling the metallic or 
wooden casket in shape, the glass coffin 
is radically different in every other re­ 
spect. Not only is it made of glass, but 
an inmolded network of win1 re-en- 
foroes the strength of the sides and top. 
Tho glass employed in the construction 
of the caskets will be of the heavy plate 
description, which, when ear* fully join­ 
ed in compact form, will prove fully as 
strong as the wooden article now in use 
The method of manufacture is the same 
as that employed in a plate glass factory, 
the edges being beveled by the same 
process used in manufacturing pressed 
glass imitations of cut glass articles. 
By the insertion of the w ire woven 
frame the glass sides will be greatly 
strengthened This feature will be easily 
accomplished, the netting being dipped 
into the molten glass and cast with it 
in the molds. When the various lengths 
have been turned out, the edges are ac­ 
curately beveled and all is ready for 
the completion of the coffin. 
After the 
body has been placed in the receptacle 
the interstices arc closed with water 
proof cement, and the remains will be 
kept mtact for years, long after the 
death of thoee who have lowered the 
casket to its last resting place.—New 
York Journal. 


Pels, the Hawaiian Fire Goddee*. 
The Hawaiian natives of 50 and 100 
years ago believed in tho existence of 
many curious deities and divinities, the 
most poweful of which perhaps was 
Pole, the fire goddess. She was thought 
to make her home in the crater of Ki- 
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heat of that greatest of all volcanoes. 
By some she was spoken of as the 
“ Genius of the Burning Mountain, ” and 
to others she was the “ Good Dame From 
the Rocks of Fire.” According to the 
folklore stories of Hawaii she at times’ 
assumed the form of a handsome young 
woman, but usually her appearanoe was 
that of a hideous old hag or witch. 
In 
the latter form her tattered and fire 
burned garments scarcely concealed the 
hideous deformities of her person and 
were a poor excuse for covering absolute 
nakedness. 
When Pele appeared as a 
witch in all her haggishness, her blood­ 
shot eyes and fiendiRh countenance were 
believed to partially paralyze all be­ 
holders. 
Worse was the fate erf the 
luckless wight who happened in the old 
hag’s path and was unfortunate enough 
to receive a touch from her bony finger. 
Such persons were instantly transformed 
to solid stone, all except the brain, the 
eye3 and the tongue, which remained 
for some time active and with their per­ 
ceptive and other faculties wholly unim 
paired. The brain, knowing the awful 
condition of the body and limbs, was tor­ 
mented for days by all sorts of harrow­ 
ing sights which the old hag conjured 
up before the still activo eyes.

Andres’* Balloon Expedition 
There is much greater interest felt in 
Morway and Sweden just now over M. 
Andree’s balloon expedition to the north 
pole than in the vague reports about Dr. 
Nansen. The exploring balloon is al­ 
ready more than half completed, and it 
will be finished in another month. The 
severest tests are being applied to the 
texture and seams of the great bag as if 
is put together. The cloth is said to be 
much stronger than was contracted for, 
and the scums are still stronger than tho 
cloth. 
A balloon house is being con­ 
structed at Gotten burg, whence it will 
be transported in pieoes to Spitzbergen, 
where the ascension will begin. This 
house will be octagonal, about 80 feet 
high and 110 broad. The roof, which, of 
course, will be expansible, will be of 
balloon cloth. The walls and floor of 
the house will be covered with felt in* 
side, so as to prevent damage by friction 
to the balloon, and the windows will be 
of gelatin instead of glass. 
It is found that a combination of sul­ 
phuric acid and malleable iron shavings 
yields the best hydrogen gas, and 85 
tons of this material will be taken to 
Spitsbergen. It is expeoted that all tho 
arrangements for the inflation of the 
balloon at Spitzbergen, Will be completed 
by tha 26th of May.—Nets York Sen’s 
Gable Letter.

In

ter supplies aud these were ail lost. 
Farms and farm buildings along six 
miles of the Chippewa valley 'Ore nuder 
water. 
The flood is being added to 
hourly at the rate of six inches and, un­ 
less the gorge breaks, this city will be 
partly under water. 
Last night basements of all buildings 
on Spring street were flooded and in 
some instances the lower floors were 
covered.

W hy Spit* U n it. 
Germany has tx-en on tho verge of a 
cabinet crisis for several weeks. The 
fir*t warning of the trouble among tho 
highest ofiicials of the empire was given 
by the fall of General Von Spitz. No­ 
body has exclaimed just why Spitz fell, 
but in an article that attempts to do so 
tho Cologne Gazette suggests lessons 
that probably will seem more than suf­ 
ficient to p* ’tons outside Germany. The 
( 


moisture, dry air being fatal to them. 
They can, on the other hand, exist sub­ 
merged in water for several mouths. 
They live chiefly in the superficial mold 
less than a foot below the surface, but 
in long continued dry weather and in 
very cold seasons they may barrow to a 
depth of eight feet. 
The burrows are 
lined by a thin layer of earth, voided 
by the worms, and end in small cham­ 
bers in which they can turn round. 
The burrows are formed partly by 
pushing away the earth, but chiefly by 
the earth being swallowed. Large quan- 
ties of earth are swallowed by the 
worms for the sake of the decomposing 
vegetable matter contained in it, on 
which they feed. The earth thus swal­ 
lowed is voided in spiral heaps, forming 
the worm castings. In this case the 
worm obtains food and at the same 
time excavates its burrows. 
In addition to the food thus obtained 
half deoajed leaves are dragged into the 
burrows, mainly for food, but also to 
ping the months of the barrows for the 
■ake of protection. Worms are also fond 
of meat, especially fa t They will also 
eat the dead bodies of their relatives. 
They are nocturnal in habit, remaining, 
as amie, in the burrows during the day 
and coming out to feed at night 
The earthworm has no eyes, but is 
affected by strong light if exposed to it 
for some time. It has no senae of hear­ 
ing, but is sensitive to the vibrations of 
aonnd. The whole body is sensitive to 
I touch. There appears to be some sense 
of smell, but this is limited to a certain 
articles of food, which are discovered 
by the worm when buried in earth, in 
preference to other bodies not relished. 
The worm aopears to have some degree 
of intelligence from the way in which 
it draws the leaves into its burrows, ak 
ways jndging which is the best end to 
draw them in by. This is remarkable in 
so lowly organized an animal, being 
degree of intelligence not possessed by 
many animals of more complex organ! 
zatiou. For instance, the ant can often 
be seen dragging objects along traverse]/ 
instead of taking them the easiest way, 
As we have seen, vast quantities of 
earth are 
continually being 
passed 
through the bodies of worms and voided 
on the surface as castings. When it is 
stated that the number of worms in an 
acre of ordinary land suitable for them 
to live in is 53,000, wa can imagine the 
great effect which they must have on 
tho soil. 
They are, in fact, continually plow­ 
ing the land. At one part of (he ali­ 
mentary canal of the worm is a gizzard, 
or hard muscular organ, capable cf 
grinding food into fine particles. It is 
this gizzard which is the main factor in 
triturating the soil, aud it is aided by 
small stones swallowed with th© earth, 
which act as millstones. 
In 
consequence 
of 
the 
immense 
amount of 
earth continually being 
brought to the surface by worms it is 
not difficult to understand how objects, 
such as stones, rocks, etc., lying on the 
surface will in course of timo become 
gradually buried in the ground. Owing 
to tho burial of stones and other objects 
by the action of worms, ancient monu­ 
ments, portions of Roman villas and 
other objects of antiquity have been pre­ 
served. 
These have been 
gradually 
buried by the worms and so preserved 
from the destructive effect of rain and 
wind. Many Roman remains were stud­ 
ied by Darwin, and traces of th© ac­ 
tion of worms found, to which action 
their preservation was mainly due. Th© 
sinking of the foundations of old build­ 
ings is due to the action of worms, and 
no building Is safe from this unloss tire 
foundations are laid lower than th© 
level at which the worms can work—

Although resembling the metallic or 
wooden casket in shape, the glass coffin 
is radically different in every other re­ 
spect. Not only is it made of glass, but 
ail iiuiioldt-d network of wire o —en­ 
forces the strengt h of the sides and top. 
The glass employed in the construction 
of the caskets will be of the heavy plate 
description, which, when carefully join­ 
ed in compact form, will prove fully as 
strong as the wooden article nowr in us© 
The method of manufacture is the same 
as that employed in a plate glass factory, 
the edges being beveled by til© same 
process used in manufacturing pressed 
glass imitations of cut glass articles. 
By the insertion of the wire woven 
frame the glass sides will be greatly 
strengthened. This feature will be easily 
accomplished, tho netting being dipped 
into the molten glass and cast with it 
in the molds. When the various lengths 
have been turned out. the edges are ac­ 
curately beveled and all is ready fear 
the completion of the coffin. 
After the 
body has been placed in the receptacle 
the interstices ore closed with water 
proof cement, and the iv mains will be 
kept intact for years, long after the 
death of those who have lowered the 
casket to its last resting place.—New 
York Journal.

A ndia*’* Balloon E i|**dltloa 
There is much greater interest felt in 
Norway and Sweden just now over M. 
Andree'shalloon expedition to the north 
pole than in the vague reports about Dr. 
Nansen. Tile exploring balloon is al­ 
ready more than half completed, and it 
will be* finished in another month. Hie 
■everest tests are being applied to the 
texture and seams of tho great bag aa it 
is put together. The cloth is said to be 
much stronger than wits contracted for, 
and the Simms are still stronger than the 
cloth, 
A balloon house is being con­ 
structed at Gotten burg, whence ii will 
be transported in pieooa to Spitsbergen, 
when the ascension wrill begin. 
This 
house will be octagonal, about 8# feel 
high and HO broad. The roof, which, of 
course, will be expansible, will be of 
balloon cloth. The walls and floor of 
tho house will be covered with felt in­ 
side, so as to prevent damage by friction 
to the balloon, and the windows will be 
of gelatin instead of glum, 
It is found that a combination of sui* 
phurio «jpid and malleable iron shavings 
yields the best hydrogen gas, and 35 
tons of this material will be taken to 
Spitsbergen.
